When 
ho became President, he was appealed to 
on behalf of Porter, aud claiming to 
understand the case thoroughly, ho very 
emphatically refused to help him in any 
way. There has been no new evidence 
discovered since then. The facts were 
very plain, and they all went directly to 
prove that General Fitz John Porter 
was

Union. 
Porter’s- case 
was reviewed by General John A. Logan 
—thoroughly reviewed—by a three days’ 
speech iu the United States Senate dur­ 
ing the last Congress. That speech was 
a masterpiece, and General Grant ap 
plauded it. There was proof as clear as 
the noon day sun, that Fitz John Porter 
intended ta disobey the orders of Gen­ 
eral Pope, and that he intended to be* 
treacherous. 
With these facts boldly 
staudiug before the world, tho court mar­ 
tial, President Lincoln, the Generals of 
the army, President Johnson, President 
Grant, and Grant as general, all said Fitz 
John Porter was guilty, an latter careful­ 
ly studying the case, General Grant 
said he ought to have been shot. Now 
General Grout is anxious to ba placed on 
the retired list.

THE MILITIA.

The alarming spread of diphtheria 
and kindm l diseases u> a marniug to the 
ptMjple of the Unit. d States, of which 
they cannot long m^gl. ct to tak< ln*.sl. 
In many cities and towns diphtherni 
now exists almost to the extent of be­ 
coming epidemic, while there are few 
iieetions of tin* country entirely exempt 
from its ravages. 
It is lathered tnat the lirst canst* of 
the disease is the preparation ol the sys 
tem by the presence of im pure air for 
the germs of the disease to take effect, 
while these germs are believed to la* 
multiplied by this im pure air. 
Tile 
liest houses of the cities, where tliere is 
a tide flow, are liable to the disease, 1m- 
causc the sewer e* ■nm*etions are in tho 
house, and cannot easily Im* so secure 
but that the gas is forced by the bellows 
of the tide back into them. 
This is also 
Hie case with dwellings in cities where 
high water tills tho sewers, or into 
winch from other causes tho sewer gas 
I SO M ] MSA. 
Upon the farm and in villages the dis­ 
ease is propagated by tile impure air 
from cesspools aud other sources. 
The 
germs of the disease are not destroyed 
by the frost as with those of yellow 
fever, ami the only safety is in a com­ 
plete removal of ii* im purities from tho 
vicinity of the dwellings, and not only 
this but the tilth must la* entirely do­ 
est. »rizt*d aud rendered innocuous. 
In the Cities the sewer may be made a 
complete carriage way to a place of safe­ 
ty. 
In the villages aud upon the farm 
the remedy can I si made the n^*ans of 
adding largely to the fertilizing element 
< 4 the country as well as securing health. 
Tne farmer ami the village improve­ 
ment societies should take this work in 
their esjakeial charge.
